A large number of the persons saved were 
rescued with scarcely a rag of garment 
about them, while others escaped from the 
sinking vessel with but a piece or Vivo un­ 
der their arms.

It would seem from the accounts that the 
approach of the steamer was not discerned 
from the schooner, though the Em pire’s 
pilot repeatedly hailed the man at the 
schooner's wheel, desiring him to "Luff.” 
T h e schooner bore down heavily, without 
deviating from her course, and struck the 
E.npire just as she commenced making 
stern way, having reversed her engines on 
the first appearance of danger, 
A number of foreign emigrants were on 
bfiard, who were placed midships on deck 
between the wheels, and may have been 
ignorant of the route to the upper deck of 
the boat. 
It is feared that many of them 
may have been drowned.
